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The year of 1975 was one of progress for The 
Broadview Savings and Loan Company as assets 
and savings deposits rose to record levels. The 
year also witnessed implementation of programs 
which we believe offer better service for our 
customers and which should increase our over¬ 
all efficiency. 

The most notable example of new programs 
is THE MONEY SERVICE, designed not only to 
speed up customer transactions at all Broadview 
Savings branches but to enable participants to 
make savings deposits and withdrawals and 
to cash checks at 55 Pick-n-Pay Supermarkets 
throughout the Greater Cleveland area. 
Acceptance of THE MONEY SERVICE has 
been outstanding. Since the program was fully 
implemented, 98 per cent of new customers 
have chosen THE MONEY SERVICE card rather 
than a conventional passbook. 

Reflecting in large measure the attractive 
interest rates paid by savings and loans compared 
to other investment instruments, savings deposits 
increased at a record rate in 1975. At year-end, 
savings on deposit at Broadview Savings totaled 
$607,003,000, an increase of $101,325,000 or 
20 per cent over the amount at the end of 1974. 
Assets at year-end rose to $757,587,000, as 
Broadview maintained its ranking as the largest 
savings and loan in Ohio. A total of $81,530,000 
in new loans was made during the year and as 
of December 31, 1975 mortgage loans outstand¬ 
ing amounted to $579,428,000. Total borrowings 
were reduced $76,408,000 from the year ago 
amount of $182,589,000 to the December 31, 
1975, amount of $106,181,000. 

We also continued our branch expansion 
and improvement program during 1975. An 
office was opened at Amherst and another, our 
21st, will be opened at Brunswick in Medina 
County early in the current year. We also plan 
to relocate our Amherst office to a larger location 
in that community, and have installed drive-in 
facilities and an enlarged parking area at our 
Clifton office. 

We hope that these new programs and the 
very substantial increase in locations where 
Broadview Savings customers can transact 
business will benefit you and that you will 
continue to utilize the services we offer with 
increasing frequency.
